As a compar¬ 
ative newcomei- to Alberta - and 
as this is the first occasion on 
which I have visited the Crows Nest 
I’ass area 1 had my doubts about 
tackling a matter which dealt sol¬ 
ely with problems directly affect¬ 
ing your comminlty. On the other 
liand. it would not be possible for 
anyone without first making a 
very thorough study, to do justice 
to the problem. Therefore, my re¬ 
marks will be of a general nature, 
confined to .some basic fundament¬ 
al facts and certain aspects of In¬ 
dustrial Development promotion. 

This is a complicated and chal- 


to continue i '„ enjoy our present 
standard of living and a progress¬ 
ive way of life. Attracting industry 
into a community is highly com¬ 
petitive, coiiseiiuently it is a sales 
jOb. Because of this it must be 
supported by adequate local re¬ 
sources. Here in this area, yon are 
blessed with an abundance of na¬ 
tural resources — COAL. IRON 
ORE, LIMF)ST0NE - and just a 
few miles north of you there is 
the S.AA'A.N’NAH CREEK natural 
vas discovery. 

The devclopinent of theae re- 
.sources would place this area in a 
most enviable position. You are 
experiencing difficult times, but 
there has also been some prosper¬ 
ous ones. 1 refer, of course, to that 
liygone age when the steam engine 
provided the major market for 
your coal. I regard your present 
difficulties as a transition period. 

I say this because, on reflection, 
you will agree that Canada is only 
emerging as an industrial nation. 
Greater expansion h.is still to cnim 

Much of our great nation and. in 
particular, our own province, has 
still to be developed. You, here, 
have the basis on which major, 
heavy industries are built. With 
the establishment of primary pro¬ 
ducers. the inevitable result is the 
building of secMid*ry producers to 
develop by-produett. 

Despite the seriousuess of the 
situation that currently (aces the 
-Alberta Coal Industry, there are 
several reat,,.j8 for anticipating a 
definite reversal of present trends 
in the years ahead. On the long 
term view there remains the un- 
luiestionable fact that coal repre¬ 
sents not only Alberta’s largest 
and potentially cheapest energy 
resource, but that it is also the 
fuel most likely to profit from 
technological advances aud im¬ 
provements in mining and utilisa¬ 
tion techniques. 

AVere the price of petroleum and 
gas to rise as a consequence of the 
developmmt of more remunerative 
export markets and that of coal fall 
as a result of reduced miniug and 
handling cosu, a prononneed up- 


i.iirge in the demand for coal in 
.'.Ihei'ta is inescapable. 

Experiments are being carried 
on continuously by both private 
lud government agencies to devel- 
-ip new methods of utilizing this 
vast source of power. Let us con- 
.viflcr some of the possible uses: 

I at Fuel (or locomotive engines 
that oiierate en the principle of 
coal fired gas turbine engines; 

(bt Conversion of coal into 
(hemicals that can be used for spe¬ 
cific manufacturing processes: 

let Production of coking fuel 
for use in the steel industy; 

l d) Generation of electricit.' 
which may eventually develop 
nearly half of Albeita’s power 
from coal fired thermal station-: 

le) Use in industrial heating as 
the price of coal becomes more 
competitive with fuel oils and na¬ 
tural gas. 

Power generation within ihe 


hurning coal. If coal burning plants 
were to be used to supply _electri- 
ral power for ron.sumpnon in the 
Pacific .Northwest states, this de¬ 
velopment would undoubtedly b-n- 
efit this area, because of its prox¬ 
imity to the major population cen- 
•res of Idaho. Washington and Ore¬ 
gon, 

If presently discussed plans for 
He estalMlshhtent "of'an iroa aad 
steel producing industry in Al¬ 
berta come to fruition, considerable 
tonnages of (oal would be required 
for carbonization and the provision 
of metallurgical coke. Recovery 
and sale of the by-prodiict.s of such 
an operation would provide ad¬ 
ditional revenue. I^et it not be for¬ 
gotten that in the Crows Nest Pas.s 
there lie the largest reserves of 
metallurgical coke found anywhere 
west of the .Mississippi. 

In view of recent .American ex¬ 
periences relating lo the econom¬ 
ics of diesel operated railroads, 
thi'ie are some reasons for think¬ 
ing that coal may recapture a sub- 
st:(iilial share of the railway fuc! 
market. Such a development would, 
in fact, be. ome a distinct proba¬ 
bility. if current work on coal- 
fired gas turbines is succes.sfuily 
completed. Research on these tur¬ 
bines is at present carried out in 
Canada at McGill University and 
in the U.S.A. by Locomotive De¬ 
velopment committee of Bitumin¬ 
ous Goal Research Inc. 

The Canadian project is largely 
financed by the (sdAral goran- 
ment. Prototype turbines have al¬ 
ready been bu'lt and operated and 
Cieir performance has been fevor- 
ahly reported on. 

There appears to lie ahead a dis¬ 
tinct possibility of eventually bas¬ 
ing a chemical industry on coal 
that will supplement rather th;ii: 
compete with the petro-chemical 
industry. The possibility of cou- 
vertlng coal into synthetic liqnid 
and gaseous fuels by hydrogena¬ 
tion and gasification — processes 
that have been exhaustively .stud¬ 
ied in the U,S..A. and in Germany - 
is considered remote in .Alberta un¬ 
less new developments in this field 
are reported. But hydrogenation to 
produce chemical rather than gas¬ 
oline and/or carbonization with 
ubsequent manufacture of or¬ 
ganic chemicals from tiie carbon¬ 
ization by-products appear quite 
capable of exploitation In Alberta. 
What is particularly attractive 
about these possbiilitles is that Al¬ 
berta’s diversity of coal typos 
would periqit appropriate selection 
of different coals for specific man- 
n fading processes. Moreover, in 
an integrated industry hydro-gena- 
tkm residues and the carbonized 
chars obtained from such opera¬ 
tions would offer a cheap and de¬ 
sirable fuel for power generation 
Also potentially poeslble within 
the province is the use of ccdti&g 
coals for the production of so- 
called “structural carbons” such 
as acid-tank and blast furnace lln-

ings, heat exeliangera, corrosive- 
resistant tubes, etc. 

There is every confidence in the 
luture for the province’s coal in¬ 
dustry, and it is strengthened by 
the following excerpt from the I)o- 
minlion Coal Board’s annual report 
for 1953-54, which reads as follows 
“The Board from its inception 
has worked from the premise 
that, the Canadian Coal Industry 
is vital to the economy of the 
nation. The decline in the in¬ 
dustry during the past few years 
has not affected this opinion but 
on the contrary ha.s strengthen¬ 
ed their conviction of the ne¬ 
cessity for the industry’s pre¬ 
servation. Coal still remains the 
chief basis of the economy of the 
main industrial countries of the 
world." 

Within the past few days, gentle¬ 
men, you were visited by a dele¬ 
gation from .Japan who are seeking 
coal of the v.'i-y type of which 
there are e.vtensive reserves here in 
your area. They are seeking an ex¬ 
tensive tonnage. All of this prompts 
me to ask: Are you not now faced 
witli the prospect of no longer be¬ 
ing concerned about markets but 


of the possibility of not being able 
to produce because of the possible 
shortage of qualified mine labor',' 
As you know, generally speaking, 
the solving of one problem usu¬ 
ally leads to another 
Iron Ore 

In the Biirinis area lies consid¬ 
erable iron ore deposits. Because 
of tlie titanium in the ore there is 
■' metallurgical problem which in¬ 
creases the cost of recovery of 
iron from the ore. But should the 
Investigation surrounding the ec:o- 
nomics of the proi)osed smelter at 
iiurmis prove it to be a itrofitable 
operation, thent is no telling where 
future industrialization of this area 
will end. 

Sulphur 

The sulphur discovery of Savan¬ 
nah Creek gives rise to the jtros- 
pects of a sulphur plant being cs- 
ttiblished in the vicinity of Cole¬ 
man. According to reports a pipe 
line is to be built from .Savanaah 
Creek to Coleman where the gas 
will be scrubbed before entering 
the jilanned grid line for transmis¬ 
sion to Southern British Columbia 
and the U. S. Pacific Xorthwest. 
'Pile scrubbing operation will jiro- 
(liice the by-products used in the 
inoduction of petro-chemicals. 

The resources 1 have mentioned 
are, of coui’se, concerned with 
lieavy industry, the multi-million 


project,, and surrounding them all 
are some mighty big TPS. 

However, it would appear that 
your future’is indeed brighter now 
than it has ever been, but when 
looking to the future is there a les¬ 
son to be learned from the past’? 
There is. and it is this—A com¬ 
munity which depends on one or 
two industries closely tied to the 
economic cycle is in a vulnerable 
liosition wlieii 'markets recede or 
(Hsappear. Is it not then sound 
common sense to take a real look 
at this situation to see what can 
ii 1 (lone about using more than one 
basket lo carry the eggs'? 

It must be evident that where 
you can show coal for industry 
and domestic pse, iron ore. limber, 
limestone and natural gas. witli 
its. by-products suliihur. propane, 
and butanes, all adjacent to each 
(itlier, an attractive iiidnstrial pic¬ 
ture is presented. 

Does it not seem logical that if 
this picture is presented in a pro¬ 
per manner to selective industries, 
faWtrable consideration of your 
area as a place to locate could 
conceivably result? It is with this 
thought in mind that 1 should like 
to say somenling about the basic 
i rinciples of industrial promotion 
on a community basis as a follow¬ 
up to our industrial workshop held 
early in Ocdolter this year whicli 


His Worship your Mayor attended. 

1 have said the industrial devel¬ 
opment is our future. I' would go 
further and say that the onus is on 
responsible citizens and authorities 
to make every effort to promote 
the economic growth of their local¬ 
ity. Vou will, no doubt, be aware 
of the various agencies who are 
anxious to help your town expand 
industrially, hut they can only help. 
The decision to expand and the 
spearheading rests with you. the 
citizens of your community. While 
it is true all your qlHzens should 
the expansion of your area, to 
form a committee so large would 
be unwieldy and useless. 1 would 
suggest you esitablirti a committee 
for development on a regional bas¬ 
is. embracing the area Burmis to 
Crows Nest, and even possibly take 
ill Fincher Creek. 

Why you may ask. such an ex¬ 
tensive area? May I point out to 
you that the localities of Bellevue, 
Hlllcrest, Frank, Blairuiore, Kasi 
and West Coleman, all have a com¬ 
munity of interest in this area 1 
liave mentioned. 

You cannot afford to be narrow 
in your thinking, nor can .vou 
afford the luxury of complacency 
Or even allow petty grievances or 
rivalries to blur your vision. In 
unity there is strength, so states 
the old maxim. I would recom¬ 
mend that your efforts be pooled. 

Your committee Should be se¬ 
lected with great care and should 
definitely have municipal or civic 
council repres.mtation, but not pre¬ 
ponderant council representation, 
for councils have a habit of chang¬ 
ing personnel at regular intervals 
.'ud sufficient outside repres-enta- 
noii should be on the coiiiiiiittee to 
maintain a continuity of effort 
which—is—es.senttal for any type 
f industrial promotion campaign. 
Yet on the other hand, promotion 
is a civic effi'rt and will cos.t mon- 
y. Your local councils will, in the 
main, liave to find the necessary 
I'unds. How much will depend on 
till' type of activity upon which you 
embark. Mon.'y spent by a council 
is ihe only portion of taxpayers’ 
money expeml(Mi which has the best 
I hance of a return in terms of 
(Old cash should an industry be 
nrought in through the efforts of 
y< ur committee. 

The first step along the indust- 
'ial development road after you 
have organized is to take an in- 
veritory of what you have to offer. 

In taking such an inventory you 
must also deliomiiiie the disad¬ 
vantages of your area that will 
ii'ake your selling job that inucli 
more difficult t hut which will have 
' ■ !)(> considered in dealing witli 
1 rospects. 

Wlieii yon liave your inventory 
(laia. tile next step is to assemble 
II. and when this has been com¬ 
pleted you are then ready to 
pread the gospel and you should 
I it'ct the vario.is agencies who will 
I e ever ready luid willing to assist 
on. You will 'mve at your disposal 
he facilities of the Industrial I)e- 
• elopment brunclies of tlie federal 
: U(t iirovincial governments, th(‘ 
i.iilways, tile banks and utility 
I ompaiiies. and you have your own 
( bamlier. 1 km-w from knowledge 
, lut experience the extent to which 
tlie efforts of these agencies reach. 

There is one otlier aspect of de- 
'■eloiiinent lo which an equal ef¬ 
fort should ue given, namely, the 
development of new local indust¬ 
ries liy rendering assistance to lo- 
( al firms and individuals to tmtei 
into new enterprises and to ex- 
liaiid existing ones. Your loeal in¬ 
dustries may only be very small 
I'lid perhaps even regarded as in- 
-ignificant .but do not under-rate 
I heir importance. Sometimes we all 
I'ave a tendency to overlook our 
('wn backyard, .\ew industry is nice 
get hut the neighbor who has 
been paying his way for a num- 
iicr of years and has provided jobs 
lor your citizens, although it may 
be only a two- or three-man oper- 
.ition. is a valuable asset. 

An Industrial Commission has 
i)een functi.oning in Lethbridge 
since June 1950. Since taking of- 
f'ce and until his retirement in 
•lime of this year, my predecessor. 
.Stan l.,amb. whom most if not all 
of you will know, has done a tre¬ 
mendous job to bring industry in to 
the distriot. and with good suc¬ 
cess. In his efforts and In our pub¬ 
licity he has never failed to stress 
fills area and others adjacent to 
Lethbridge. I intend to see that his 
efforts are continued and 1 extend 
to you a very warm Invitation to 
use the facilities of my office if 
at any time you feel it can be of 
assistance. Any improvement of 
(onditions in the Crows Nest area 
will naturally result in an indi¬ 
rect benefit to the whole of South- 
'weetern Alberta. We are aware 
that the difficulties encountered 
fere have had an adverse effect 
( n the whole area. We have a com- 
luon interest in dex'elopment and it 
iiehooves us to work in close as¬ 



sociation. 

In closing, may I leave this 
fbouglit with vou.
